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Now  for  a  quick  report  we  can  all  be  proud  of  ...  a  report  of  women 
on  the  farm  shift  .  .  .  the  Victory  shift  they  call  it  in  some  States. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  reports  that  for  the  first  five 
months  of  this  year,  there  were  about  four  placements  of  women  in  farm  work 
for  every  three  at  the  same  time  last  year.    These  figures  show  us  how 
seriously  many  women  are  taking  the  country's  farm  labor  shortage  .   .   .  and 
how  they're  stepping  into  the  breach  to  help  keep  food  production  up  to  wartime 
needs . 

What  are  these  women  doing?    Well,  here're  a  few  examples. 

Kansas  has  another  record-breaking  wheat  crop.    You  remember  what  a 
whopper  the  Kansas  wheat  crop  was  last  year.    This  year  it's  even  bigger  .   .  . 
bigger  by  some  20,000,000  bushels.    Women  are  up  early  and  late,  helping  to 
get  that  wheat  safely  harvested.    They're  helping  in  every  way  they  can 
.  ••  .  and  one  big  job  they're  doing  is  trucking  the  grain  to  the  elevators  while 
the  men  do  the  heavier  harvest  work.    Kansas  farmers  say  they  could  never 
have  increased  production  the  way  they  have  during  the  war  without  the  help 
of  Kansas  women. 

Farmers  in  -parts  of  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  will  need  help  with  the  cherry 
harvest.    So  the  Extension  Services  in  those  two  states  are  arranging  for 
Women's  Land  Army  camps.    Women  volunteers  will  live  in  these  camps  and  help 
harvest  the  cherry  crop. 

A  Women's  Lend  Army  camp  in  Maryland  is  open  for  its  third  season.  It's 
occupied  by  women  from  nearby  cities  and  towns  who 're  spending  all  or  part  of 
their  vacations  picking  beans,  cutting  asparagus,  and  hoeing  tomatoes.  Another 
third-season  camp  is  "Harvest  Haven  "  in  Sonoma  County  California.     The  women 
there  are  harvesting  boysenberries,  youngberries,  and  blackberries. 

The  need  for  harvest  help  will  keep  up  in  many  areas  until  late  Fall.  If 
you're  interested  in  doing  some  farm  work,  listen  for  the  local  call.  It  will 
come  through  your  newspaper  and"  radio  station. 
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
